EXTRA SESSION IS 
DANGEROUS 


Some of flic democratic loaders nrc nppcnling to Governor Wilson in 


favor of calling tm extra session of congress, but as yet lie 1ms 'lot 
signified his intention in reference to the matter. It is not likely that lie 
will he in a hurry to reach a conclusion oil the matter as Imsle in this 
case might monn disaster. The democrats throughout tlifi land ean endure 
« continuance of present conditions much hotter than a stute of affairs that 
would be immeasurably worse. 


The extra session of congress is justified only to avert any national 


calamity, lo meet a jrrcai emergency ur lo relieve the people oi' extra- 
ordinary burdens. 
The object of such a session would he the reduction 


of. the tariff, but to call it hurriedly id revise the tnriff in hnsic would do 
more harm than good. Hence there should be no extra session no matter 
who wants it nor who deems it the proper course to pursue. Better wait 
until the elation over the victory shiill have subsided. 
Flushed with suc- 


cess the democrats at the present time might favor a tariff measure that 
•would be loo radical and one that they would not favor six months or 
a year bence. 


By the exercise of good judgment the democratic party can remain in 


power for twenty years, hut not otherwise. 
The things that will mnk'e for 


disintegration and defeat" are hasty and radical action. 
The business 


interests of New England would he injuriously affected by an extra session. 
The wholesale wool dealers go west to purchase about March find continue 
buying till August. If they find that no extra session of congress will he 
called they can judge of the prices they should pay; but if they have to 
look forward to the uncertain and liasly action of an extra session they 
will be in a state of uncertainly that must necessarily prove very injurious.

shake the confidence of tbc people in his good judgment or his courage. 
He must, therefore, brush aside this agitation for an extra session as a 
menace to the country which would be much worse than a rift in the 
harmony of the democratic party. It is not likely that any great delibera- 
tion would he given to the tariff schedules in an extra session. In all 
probability the bills vetoed by President Taft would be rushed through 
once more. These might be improved if carefully considered during next 
summer. Jn fine the most forcible argument ngainsl the extra session is, 
tbat no Joss or injury beyond what tho people now endure can come from 
another year of present conditions, whereas very serious injury to the 
business "interests and the industries oi' the country may result from an 
extra session. Why act where safety lies in inaction?
